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Veterans, Both Old and Young, 
Honored at Memorial Service 





GLOWING TRIBUTE TO 
ALL OUR VETERAND 


Fifty-six years ago a bitter strug- 
gle had knitted the men of our 
land into a people of one nation. Just 
three years ago the men of our land 
‘again put their might into war, end- 
ing of which will blend the people of 
the lands into one world nation. 


Besides the immortal names of 
Gettysburg and Bull Run, San Juan 
Hill and Santiago, have been added 
Chateau Thierry and the Argonne. 
Yesterday not only brought to mind 
those who died that this Union might 
live, but also those who gave their 
lives that autocracy should perish. 
To us the fields of France are no less 
hallowed than those,of Gettysburg. 


Yesterday as the men in Blue, and 
those in Khaki formed in parade 
hearts beat anew in pride of the days 
of 1861 and 1917, when these men 
went forth to battle that this nation 
might remain steadfast. In the days 
gone by the younger generation of 
American soldiers: and sailors stood 
at the curb and proudly watched 
those men of ’61 and ’65 march by on 
their annual piigrimage to~ decorate 
the graves of those who had passed 
to the Great Beyond. 

Yesterday found that same young- 
er generation preparing the way, as 
it were, while the men of '61 to ’65, 
grown weary with the weight of 
years, followed in conveyances, that 
the day’s observance might not be 
too severe a strain upon them.

Morning Program 

A thousand people listened yester- 
day morning to the program given in 
Chaffey auditorium in honor of Me- 
morial Day observance. 

Director Wilding sounded reveille, 
Mr. Podrasnik, chairman of the pro- 
ceedings, reading Lincoln’s famous 
Gettysburg address immediately after- 
ward. He then gave a short review 
of the history of the G. A. R. organi- 
zation, saying that the first post 
founded was in 1866 at Decatur, Il, 
and the second at Springfield, Ml. 
Six months later the first national 
convention was held in Indianapolis. 
Today there are 3000 posts, with a 
living membership .of 300,000. Mr. 
Podrasnik paid a fine tribute to the 
Women’s Relief Corps, which was 
organized by the mothers, wives and 
sisters of the men of the Grand 
Army, and now numbers 150,000 mem- 
bers. May 30, 1868, was the first day 
on which a national decoration day 
was observed. 

Mayor Willard Ball of Ontario 
greeted the audience, and was fol- 
lowed by Comrade Bracewell, who 
read, for the 26th successive Me- 
morial Day, a poem entitled “Drop- 
ping from the Ranks.” He mentioned 
the fact that every year there were 
fewer and fewer Grand Army men 
to take part in the ceremony of ob- 
serving the day, but that he did not 
doubt that their spirits were vividly 
present. During the last year 29,000 
men who wore the blue had died, 
put there were enough here to salute 
the “grandest, most glorious flag 
ever unfurled to float in the heav- 
ens.”

ments, a saving of $300,000 .for the 
State biennium is achieved. 

It is impossible to estimate in dol- 
lars the saving of time and money 
achieved by the reorganization plan 
of Gov. Stephens through increased 
efficiency, directness and public un- 
derstanding of the duties and func- 
tions of the State government. 

In urging his reorganiaztion mea- 
sures at the opening of the legista- 
tive session Gov. Stephens declared 
that “concentration of administrative 
authority reduces overhead costs, 
makes for economy of management, 
and dispatch in public business, and 
tends eens a reduction in general 
expense.” 

The bills passed by the Legislature 
in furtherance of Gov. Stephens’ re 
orgahization plan are Senate bills 
866, 870, 876, 884, 890, 895, 896 and 
973, introduced by Senators W. J 
Carr and M. B. Harris. 

The same measures intro 
duced in the Assembly by” Assembly- 
man John Robert White as Assembly 
bills 348 to 3854, inclusive, and No 
1339, and were adopted with a few 
minor amendments.

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WHY WORRY? 

IND cure of the variety which 
M has come to be known in modern 

days as “New Thought,” seems 
to have roots that run back into an 
olden time. In a quaint and curious 
volume of forgotten lore entitled, 
“Phe Physical and Mental Treatment 
of the Human Body,” written by Dr. 
Manseman, an eminent English med- 
ico, and published in London late in 
the 16th century, we find the follow- 
ing cure for worry: 

“Let the sufferer think. of the per- 
son he or she loves best; dwell upon 
his charms and graces; cogitate 
deeply upon the affection they bear 
the one for the other. If this does 
not have a soothing éffect, then let 
the patient try a small draught of 
strongly brewed tea with a lump of 
sugar in it. The efficacy of this Is 
wonderful.” 

It is not quite certain whether the 
wonderful efficacy is to be attributed 
to the mental treatment, or to the 
strong tea with a lump of sugar in 
it. Perhaps it is the combination that 
the good doctor had in mind. It looks 
a little as if he believed in the wis- 
dom of what betting folk call “hedg- 
ing,” somewhat on the plan of Br’er 
Rabbit planning to capture Mister 
Possum “a-gwine or a-comin’.” 

The prescription, as far as the first 
part of it is concerned, follows what 
we now regard as true phycho- 
therapy. The chronic worrier is an 
out-and-out egotist, and the occasional 
worrier is an occasional egotist. The 
cure, consequently, is to switch his 
thought away from himself to some 
other line. But, instead of thinking 
simply of some beloved one who may 
be “uncertain, coy, and hard to 
please,” or inconstant and a cause of 
doubt and anxiety, the better plan is 
to let the mind dwell on the good- 
ness and beauty and splendor of lifg 
as a whole. 

No man possessed Dy an enthusi- 
asm for a great cause, or Interested 
in his work, rather than in himself, 
will be troubled by worry. Still, there 
iy no harm in & little “ginger” in the 
mental attitude. '

THE BUSINESS BLOCKER 


HTURN to normal business con-| 

ditions is being blocked by high 

cost of living, And the average 
landlord is the chief blocker. This’ is 
the conclusion reached by J. H. Tre- 
goe of the National Association of 
Credit Men, after a 12,000-mile trip 
lasting seVeral months, during which 
he interviewed credit men all over 
the country. 

Mr. Tregoe says: ‘Dhe landlord 
has an important part to play in the 
readjustment. Shelter is one of the 
largest elements in the family bud- 
get. At a time when other &un- 
modities are rapidly approaching a 
new level, high and immoderate 
rental charges are seriously retarding 
reduction of living costs. If any one 
element in the situation refuses to 
take a little of the loss in this read- 
justment period, ft is blocking prog- 
ress toward the new price level upon 
which healthy, prosperous business 
can go forward.”

HE “seven deadly sins” are pride, 
ER tes: lust? avarice, anger, sloth 

and gluttony. The fathers, the 
sages, the wise men of the world, 
handing down from one generation 
to another through the centuries what 
they had observed and learned, at 
last agreed that all our spiritual and 
mental miseries, as well as most of 
our physical sufferings, come from 
an indulgence in the thoughts and 
actions included in the above-men- 
tioned list of sins. 

Old-fashioned people used to keep 
this list constantly before them, an‘ 
their spiritual and physical health 
progressed or declined in the mea- 
sure that they were able or unable 
to control their thoughts and appe- 
tites. 

In these modern days we are quite 
surprised to learn that the list of 
seven deadly sins was ever even 
made, and we are more surprised to 
know that it is a list which really 
covers the whole moral scheme of ex- 
istence.

POOLING | OF PRODUCTS 

OOLING of products sold through 
Peo-cperstive organizations is an 

important feature of co-operative 
marketing, specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
have found. By pooling is meant av- 
eraging the returns received for prod- 
ucts solid during a certain period, or 
for certain shipments, so that each 
grower having products of the same 
grade receives the same price. The 
success of a pooling system depends 
upon the observance of uniform grad- 
ing and packing of the products. 

This method of operation, it is said, 
protects the individual member from 
loss because of unfavorable market 
conditions of a temporary nature. 
Some farmers’ marketing organiza- 
tions, especially grain-marketing com- 
panies, purchase the members’ prod- 
ucts outright. Conditions and prac- 
tices in grain marketing make such 
a plan feasible, but organizations han- 
dling other products usually find it 
to their advantage to pool ship- 
ments and await returns before mak- 
ing payments to the growers. 

In this way the association is re- 
lieved of speculative risks, the avoid- 
ance of which is to be desired. Co- 
operative creameries, which pro-rate 
to the members monthly, in accord- 
ance with the amount of*butter fat 
each has delivered the preceding 
month, the returns received for ‘prod- 
ucts sold less operating expenses, are 
good examples of pooling. 

The length of the pooling period 
varies with the products handled and 
the local conditions. Thus there are 
car-lot, daily, weekly, semi-monthly, 
monthly and seasonal pools. The idea 
is one worth mature consideration.

IN THE ANCIENT DAYS 
ILLIAM HARRISON was chap- 


lain to an Engilsh nobleman in

And ‘after giving the recipe in full, 
he, like any modern, brags of the 
kick it conceals, at the same time 
warning his readers of the dangers 
of drinking unwisely. Describing the 
evil effects of drinking one’s self full 
of his recipe, he says: “I know some 
ale knights so much addicted thereto 
that they either fall quite under the 
board, or else; not daring to stir 
from their stools, sit still, pinking 
with their narrow eyes.” 

Had he lived some 400 years later 
he probably would have put it less 
elegantly, but as effectively, thus: “Oh 
friends, it’s sure got some kick, this 
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just as well have been a whfite rab- 





jackass dope, believe me!” The male 
of the species hasn’t changed, to any 
appreciable extent, in four centuries!

RSISTENCE and vigilance is win- 


ning out in Florida and the indom 

itable spirit displayed in fighting 
the dread citrus canker calls for the 
admiration of horticulturists every- 
where. Notwithstanding the fact 
that not since last July has any 
trace of the disease been found, the 
Florida State Plant Board inspected 
500,000 grove trees and 6,000,000 nur- 
sery trees in March, 1921. 

Since 1914, when the scourge was | 
first encountered, there has been de- 
stroyed by condemnation process 14,- 
267 grove treces and 342,254 nursery 
trees and by voluntary act of the 
owners 235,590 “exposed” grove trees 
and 2,500,000 nursery trees. It takes 
real courage to go on in the face of 
such appalling losses, but the citrus 
fruit grower never “lies” down, He 
fights for his rights and for the pres- 
ervation of his valuable orchards, no 
matter what the attack.

The Federal Trade Commission, as well
